QUEBEC CITY <U PD -The ore 
carrier Tritonica sank today in 
the St. Lawrence River alter col­ 
liding 
in 
fog 
with 
a 
British 
freighter and at least 30 crewmen 
were feared dead. 


Quebec 
provincial 
police 
re­ 
ported that IO bodies had been 


recovered seven hours after the 
accident and at least 20 crewmen 


were still missing. Six 
injured 
seamen were reported on a res­ 
cue boat headed for Quebec City. 


The Tritonica, tentatively iden­ 
tified as a 12,883-ton, 527 - foot 
British - owned vessel, collided 
with the 6,153-ton, 454-foot freight­ 
er Roonagh Head, whose home 
port is Dublin, about 3 a.m. EDT 
off the village of Petit Riviere St. 
Francois. The scene is about 40 
miles east of Quebec City. 


Authorities said the area was 
foggy at the time, but the cause 
of the collision was not immedi­ 
ately known. 


The Tritonica was bound from 
Havre St. Pierre to Sorel, Que. 
Tho Roonagh Head was headed 
for Britain with general cargo. It 
was damaged, but after a dawn 
inspection its captain decided to 
head 
into 
Quebec 
without 
as­ 
sistance. 


All 
available 
rescue s h i p s 
rushed to the scene. The federal 
Transport 
Department 
marked 
the collision scene with buoys so 
that other vessels could navigate 
safely around the sunken Tritoni­ 
ca. 


The Transport Department be­ 
gan an investigation of the collis­ 
ion. The inquiry is expected to 
continue for several weeks.

But to­ 
day, in a rare and beautiful na­ 
tural show, it will totally eclipse 
the blazing sun in a 60-mile-wide 
swath across Japan, the Atlantic, 
Canada and Maine. 
For most Americans, the eclipse 
will be partial. Boston will see the 
Moon "bite” away 94.4 per cent 
of the sun; the largest bite in 
Seattle will be 63.3 per cent in the 
southern United States. 
In Mexico City, the moon will 
cover only 7.6 per cent of the sun. 
Atop Maine’s 1.530 foot Cadillac 
Mountain, the highest point on

The moon will begin passing in 
front of the sun at 4:35 p.m. EDT. 
At Bar Harbor. Maine, totality 
will occur at 5:42 p.m. The show 
will be over by 6:45 p.m. 
While it lasts, the professional 
and the non-professional viewers 
will see rare natural sights: stars 
shining in the afternoon, the glow­ 
ing corona of the sun radiating 
from behind the moon, and "B ai­ 
ley’s Beads” : flashes of sunlight 
glinting through the valleys and 
surface irregularities of the sun. 
All three m ajor U.S. television 
networks will cover the event, 
either "live” or by videotape, and 
that is where most Americans are 
advised to watch it, to save their 
eyes 
from 
possible 
permanent 
dam age.

About a thousand persons at­ 
tending the Delaware Valley Or­ 
chestra’s first “Starlight Concert” 
outdoors at the Langhorne Coun­ 
try Club last night guaranteed a 
future of sim iliar concerts. 


Even before the second encore 
applause stopped, another concert 
had been tentatively scheduled for 
late August or early September. 
Shortly before last night's con­ 
cert began, thunder, lightning and 
a light rain failed to dampen the 
enthusiasm 
of the crowd 
that 
came from all parts of the county. 
Langhorne Police 
Department 
Chief Jesse W. Hibbs, directing 
traffic near the clubhouse, esti­ 
m ated about 1.300 persons flocked 
around and onto the porch of the

MOSCOW (UPI) - Soviet and 
Chinese delegates resumed their 
ideological talks today despite an 
attack on Peking by Prem ier Ni­ 
kita S. Khrushchev that brought 
relations to the brink of final 
collapse. 
The neogtiators met 
for the 
second consecutive day of secret 
talks in a villa on the outkirts 
of Moscow. 
Communist parties throughout 
the world hastened to line up be­ 
hind Moscow or Peking now that 
the attem pt to heal the dispute 
appeared hopeless. The continuing 
talks were seen only as an a t­ 
tem pt to find a face-saving way 
of breaking off negotiations. 
Most foreign parties were back­ 
ing Khrushchev, who denounced 
the Chinese as "cow ards” Friday 
for attacking his peaceful coex­ 
istence policy. 
As strong an affront to China 
as the attack was Khrushchev’s 
announcement that he will visit 
President Tito in Yugoslavia next 
month. Tito is the man Peking 
calls "a running dog of capital­ 
ism .” 
A 
m ajor 
part 
of 
the 
Sino- 
Soviet dispute is 
Khrushchev’s 
continued friendly relations with 
Yugoslavia and his tolerance of 
Tito's more J i b e r a I brand of 
communism, which the Chinese 
consider a betrayal of Marxist- 
Leninist doctrines. 
The fate of the talks going on 
here since July 5 was uncertain. 
Soviet and Chinese delegates have 
continued 
meeting 
despite 
the 
worsening of relations. Informed 
sources expected • the Chinese to 
remain here for several more 
days before returning to Peking, 
for r e a s o n s best known to 
themselves. 
Khrushchev’s speech at a Krem­ 
lin reception overshadowed F ri­ 
day’s ideological talks, and as 
usual, there was no report on 
what was said by the Soviet and 
Chinese experts. But Khrushchev’s 
public rem arks showed how badly 
the talks have been going, and 
his friendly tone toward the West 
m ade the hostility toward China § 
all the more marked.
